Darius Hyfafpis is the firf I think, who is men- 
tioned in H flory to have been pofit(s'd with the wild 
Ambition of univerfal Empire ; and in Order to carry on 
this chimerical Defign, He made feveral unfuecefsful Ex- 
peditions into Earozz; where He was informed that 
Greece. which then made avery confiderable Figure in 
the World, would probably give Him no {mall Oppo- 
fition im tls projected Conquefts; particularly the Anbe- 
zians, who with fome of the Iflanderg, their Confede- 
rates, had given Him a mortifying Inftance of their Bold- 
nefs and Refolution, by daring to affit their Colonies, 
in the leffer 4fa, in their Endeayours to hake of the 
Perfian Yoke and recover their antient Liberties. This 
was logk’d upon as fuch an Affront to the Power of the 
grand Monarch, (as He is ftyled by the Hiftorians of 
thofe Times) that nothing would fatisfy Him but to 
intire Conqseft of Greece; to which He was likewife coa- 
tinwally follicited by Hippias, Son of the famous Tyrant 
Pifffrutus, who upon teing expell’d by the Athenians 
for invading their Laws and Liberties, had fied to Da 
rius for Protection and Affiflance to recover his Tyranny. 

The Monarch however, to give fome Colour to his 
Quarrel with the Grecians, fent to the feveral States to 
demand Zartd and Water from Them, asan Acknow- 
Jedgmen: of their Homage and Subjeftion to Him ; re 
quiring, at the fame Time, that the dcbemans thould 
reftore #ippias. 

Athens and Sparta, the moft confidersble States in 
Greece, fired with a jut Refentment at this haughty De- 
mand from a free People, took his Meflengers and threw 
Them into deep Pits ; telling Them that there they might 
find Eazth and Water for their King Darius; who, be- 
ing enraged at this new Provocation, fent his Generals, 
Datis and Artaphernes, with an Army of above one 
pundred thoubad Men to revenge fuch an open Defy- 
ance and Contempt of his Power, with Orders to bring 
the Athenians Prifoners. 

It is well known that Mi/tiades with a very fmall Num- 
ber of Men, animated with the glorious Love of Li- 
berty, routed thefe numerous Forces at the famous Bat- 
tle of Murathon, and for fome Time fecured the Liber- 
ties of Greece. 

Darius, being very defirous to recover this Difgrace, 
employ-d all his Endeavours, with the Power and Riches 
of the Per/fian Empire, to make Preparations for a fe- 
cond Attempt ; but dying before They were compleated, 
He lef the Profecution of this Defign to his Son Xerxes ; 
who, having raifed the greateft Army that ever appeared 
upon the Sage of the World, (being faid to be fome 
Millions) marca’d with Them into Europe over a Bridge 
made crofs the He//c{pept ; but before He enter’d Greece, 
He agzin experienced the Courage and Bravery of the 





Grecians by the Stop that was put to the Progrels of 


this incredible Multitude, with a very inconfiderable 
Number of Men, under Leonidas, at the Pafs.of Thermo 
pyle; which the Perfians gain'd, at laft, by the Trea- 
chery of a fugitive Greek, who led Thema piivate Way 
Over the Mountains to furrownd the Greciaas. 

The uyexpeSted Saccefs of this fmall Body with the 
Viaory, 
over Korves’s Fleet, would They hoped hive been a fuf-

| farther Rears of the Pev/ians, folely by the Virtue and 


which the Athenians fingly gain’d, foon after, 


their common Liberties ; but when the Athenians 


marehing into Attica, the Spartans with their other Al- 
lies, either from Treachery or Cowardice, or a Mixture 


}to march, and deferted the Ajbenians, leaving, Them to 
feragele with thofe unequal Numbers; which it was im- 
pofizole for Fhem alone to refiit ; yet placing their Hiap- 
pinefs in their Liberty, and their Liberty in their Ya- 
lour, (as Thucidides exprefies it) They did not even in 
this Extromity defpair ; but their Virtue and Courage 
Faking new Force from their Diftrefs, ‘They abandon’d 
i Athens to the Fury of the Perfans, having firft tranf 
| ported their Wives and Children to their Friends in the 
pneighbouring Ifands, and refolved with their Fleet, 
without any other Affiftance, to conquer oF dye, in 
the Defence of their Liberties. : 
This glorious Refolution, with their Knowledge and 
Skill in naval Affairs, which They had very happily cul-4 
tivated, enabled Them to gain an intire Victory over the 
Perfian Fleet; which {© terrify’d the haughty Xerxes, 
that He fied with the utmoft Précipitation and Confufion 
to the Aie//e/pont, and pafs'd into Afa im a little Boat; 
and the Forces He left under his General Mardonius, to 
continue the War, being fome Time afterwards intirely 
routed at Plates ; Greece was abfolutely freed from all 


Valour of the Athenians ; who, forgetting the former ill 
Treatment of their Allies, had befides the additional Me- 
rit of leaving Arbens a fecond time expofed to the Plun- 
der of the Enemy, under Marconius, rather than make a 
feparate Peace with the Perfaz, who offer’d to render 
Them full Satisfagtion for all their Lofls in the War; to 
pay Them a vat Sum of Money; and make Them Sove- 
reigns of all Greece; but They generoufly refufed to be 
inflromental in enflaving that Country, which They had 
fo bravely defended, and preferred the glorious Title of 
the Deliverers of Grecce to all other Confiderations. 

We may now look upon Arbens in the Height of its 
Glory and Profperity ; and Tey would, in all Probability, 
have continued to be the lait flourithing State in Greece, 
it They had been Mafters of any Prudence, and improved 
the Advantages, which now liy open to Them ; but fach 
is the Uncertainty of all human. Felicity, that We foon 
find Them, by their foolifh Conduét, gradually lofing all 
the Benefits of their amazing Succeffes in the War, till 
They at laft fell under the Power of that State, which 
owed its Being and Prefervationto Them. Athens there- 
fore may be truely faid to date its Ruin fram the Day of 
its Triumph over ‘the Perfian ; for prefuming upan her 
great Merits and fignal Services in defending and pre- 
ferving the common Liberties of Greece, They grew 
haughty and infolent to all the neighbouring States ; and 
engi oe the Care of their own Affairs, They 
took all fions of intermeddling with Thofe of their 
Neighbours ; too often promoting Differences, in order 
to make Themfelveg the fole Areitrators and Umpires of 
them ; by which Means They were generally fo unfortu- 
nate as to increafe the Number of their Enemies, initead 
of making sew Friends. But That, which raifed ‘the 
greateft Refentment againft ‘I‘hem, was their pretendin 
to preicribe Laws to the Trade of all Greece, and endea- 
vouring to exclude the Megareans from any Share in it. 
This was made the Ground of the War tetween Them 
and Sparta, which was not a little offended at the im- 
perious Manner, in which Athens claim’d the Right of 
holding the Ballance of Power in Greece, which They 
were certainly in Poficfli.n of, and might have long apd 
eafily kept, if They could have been.content with the 
Thing, without afteéting to make a vain Shew of it, and 
thereby fhocking the other Powers of Greece, equally inde- 
pendent with Them(felves; for nothing would have more 
etfeétually fecured the Superiority They aim'd at, than 
making Ufe of the great Reputation and Credit, which 
They ‘had difervedly gain'd, by incerpofing their good 
Offices to reconcile the frequent Differences, which arofe 
amongit the feyeral States of Greece, ever jealous of their 
own Authorities ; but whilft the Athenians kept within 
the Bounds of Moderation, the orber States fhew'd upon 
all Occafions the greateft Deference and Refpeét to their 
Mediation; and the whole of their Policy confifted in in- 
terpofing their Force, in Cafes of Neceflity only, to pre- 
vent the Weak from being unjuftly oppreG’d by their 
more powerful Neighbour ; and in avoiding, as much as 
poflible, to make Themlelves Parties, much lels Princi- 
pads in their Quarrels. P ag

But They had the Misfortune, for {everal Years, to groag 
under the Government of a Set of Minifers, who were 
too intent upon their own Intereft to have any ferious Re- 
gard for the Welfare of the Publick ; though That wag 
the conftant Subjeét of their own Praifes; and the better 
to carry on their {elifh and mifchievows Defigns, and di- 
vert the People of Athens from looking into their Condué, 
They not only promoted continual Diffentions amongit 
Them, under the different Diftin&tions of Fuvourer:, of 
Oppofers of the former Tyranny of Pisisteatys 3 but 
They likewife engaged Them, on one Side‘ or the other, 
in every Quarrel that arofe not only in Greece, but in Afa 
and Places at the greateft Diflance, upon the {malleft Pre- 
tences of ancient Alliances, or Kindred with their Ance- 
ftors ; by which Means they wafted their Strength and 
Riches in many fruitlefs and unneceflary frei an Expedi- 
tions, for no other Purpofe than to make a Parade of their 
Power at Sea; and which had no other Effeét than to in- 
greafe the Envy and Jealoufy of their Neighbours. © 

To fupport fuch extraordinary and extravagant Expen- 
ces, They were obliged to raife almoft as great and hea- 
vy Impofitions, as They did in the Time of the Per- 
an-W ar, to the great Decay of Trade and Impove- 
rifhment of the People ; and though This was colour’d 
with the {pecious Preiences of extinguithing all Remains 
of the former War, and fettling a folid and Lafti 
Peace ; yet it did not prevent the frequent Murmuisan 
Complaints of the Publick; mor were there wanting 
Perfons, who yigoroufly and honeftly oppofed Meafures, 
which were fo vifibly defiruétive to the true Interefis

which They were to be delivered from all Apprehen- 
fions of the Return of Hippias, or any of his Defcen- 
dents ; and the Badlamce'of Poger was for ever to be fe- 
cured to the Athenians; a Nétion, -which hed been fo 
faccefsfully propagated in Athens, and fo much intoxi- 
cated the Minds of thie People; that there was no Im- 
pofition fo grofs, which their Leaders could not pais 
upon Them, under this Pretence, and it wis the never- 
failing Argument for filencing all Oppofition, and remo- 
ving all Objections to the moft chimerical ProjeAs, oF 
usreafapable Propofitions in their publick Affemblics.
